Washington, Jan. 20.—The Republi 
cans of the house last night engaged 
in a struggle ov er a problem to which 
Mr. Taft is a party. 
Regarding him­ 
self as the chosen head of the national 
Republican organization, Mr. Taft gav e 
notice yesterday to his party a sso ­ 
cia tes of the house, both regulars and 
Insurgents, that he was opposed to the 
selection of J a mes of Kentucky and 
Rainey of Illinois as the Democratic 
members of the house contingent on 
the 
joint 
congressional 
co mmittee 
which is to conduct what is known as 
the Balllnger-Pinchot inquiry. 
There 
hav e been loud growls from many Re­ 
publican representativ es that James 
and Rainey were chosen by the Demo­ 
cratic caucus to go on the co mmittee 
because they were hitter partisans who 
would seek to make political capital 
out of the charges against Secretary 
Ballinger with the object of injuring 
the Taft administration in the eyes of 
the country. 
Yesterday the president 
let it be known plainly that he believ ­ 
ed the objections to James and Rainey 
were well taken. 
He asserted that the 
inquiry should be a judicial affair and 
not a partisan affair, and that the men 
selected to conduct it should he abov e 
suspicion of intention to make a report 
contrary in any way to the ev idence 
presented. 
It was this question with 
which the Republicans of the house, in­ 
surgents as well as regulars, were call­ 
ed on to deal with when they met in 
caucus in the hall of the house last 
ev ening. 
The object of the caucus was to 
choose the six house members of the 
inv estiga ting committee. Here are the 
men selected: 
McCall of Massachu­ 
setts. Olmsted of Pennsylv ania, Den- 
by o f Michigan and Madison o f Kan­ 
sas, Republicans; Lloyd of Missouri 
and J a mes of Kentucky, Democrats. 
The caucus lasted two hours and a 
half and was stormy in spots, although 
there was not as much of a ruction as 
bad been predicted. 
All would hav e 
been 
harmony, 
but 
Representativ es 
Cooper, Lenroot, Lindbergh. Cary and 
Nelson of Wisconsin and Dav is o f Min­ 
nesota disagreed with their co lleagues 
on the matter of interference with the 
Democratic caucus selection and left 
before v oting. 
They did not get dra­ 
matic. 
They simply announced that 
they did not believ e as a matter o f pol­ 
icy and politics that it was proper for 
the Republicans of the house in caucus 
to ignore the men selected by the 
Democratic caucus and adjust the slate 
to 
suit 
themselv es. 
So 
they 
just 
walked out, and that was all there was 
to it. 
Representativ e Goebel of Ohio 
tried to make a motion to name all six 
members of the house on the inv esti­ 
gating committee, but Chairman Cur­ 
rier decided that it was no time for 
that. 
Mr. Goebel’s motion named Rep­ 
resentativ es McCall, Olmsted, Denby, 
Madison, Republicans, and Lloyd and 
Clayton of Alabama, Democrats. 
The wind-up came when Mr. Morse 
v f Wisconsin mov ed the substitution 
of James's name for that of Clayton in 
the Goebel resolution, which was car­ 
ried by a comfortable majority. 
Then 
a motion was made to substitute Rai­ 
ney’s name for Lloyd and that was de­ 
feated by an ov erwhelming v ote.

ter careful study and gone ov er the 
books and papers time and again, feels 
confident that the bank will pay out. 
Much o f the criticism o f the bank’s 
present condition is directed toward 
President Gillette, and though a great 
deal of this criticism is just, there 
seem to be some extenuating circum­ 
stances as far as he is concerned. 
He 
is an old man. is in bad health, and 
seems, in many instances, to hav e been 
a dupe o f designing men who desired 
to get their fingers 
on the bank's 
funds.

Chicago, Jan. 21.— Rapidly growing 
i.i the boycott on high food prices start­ 
ed in Cleveland. 
Missouri, Wiscon­ 
sin, Iowa, Nebraska, Illinois and Mich­ 
igan are now included in the ranks of 
the crusaders in the west, while in the 
east 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut and 
Delaware are lifting their voices in 
feebler protests, according to word 
that comes to the Chicago packers. 
Ohio, however, is still the stronghold 
of the movement. 
The Cleveland boy­ 
cott has extended to Canton, where the 
Central Labor Union has adopted a no­ 
meat resolution and petitions are being 
circulated with surprising results, to 
Columbus, where a strong boycott has 
been organized, to Toledo, Akron and 
other cities of the state. 
The crusade 
in Ohio has found encouragement in 
the publicly expressed belief of Gover­ 
nor Harmon that a food trust is gob­ 
bling excessive profits somewhere be­ 
tween the producer and consumer. He 
has called on the legislature to hunt 
the trust out of the woods and ex­ 
hibit it to the people. 
It is estimated 
that more than 1,000,000 persons have 
in a brief week become actively inter­ 
ested in the boycott. 
It is now said 
that a boycott will soon he started in 
this city by the Chicago Federation of 
Labor. 
“ The idea of depriving ourselves of 
meat simply to get lower prices does 
not appeal to federation people," said 
Secretary Charles Nockels, 
“ but we 
propose to adopt the idea as a tempo­ 
rary expedient in order to bring more 
sharply to the attention of the packers 
the fact that they cannot trifle with 
the consumers of Chicago. 
W e hope 
to give the idea such a strong endorse­ 
ment that it will spread to all parts of 
the country.” 
A dispatch from Kansas City says 
that the experiment of the bricklayers’ 
union in pledging itself to abstain from 
meat for thirty days was received so 
favorably on the first day that other 
labor organizations of that city will fol­ 
low its example. 
In more than 100 
Kansas City homes yesterday families 
sat down to meatless meals in accord­ 
ance 
with 
the 
bricklayers’ 
pledge, 
while the anti-meat movement has 
spread to Atchison, Leavenworth, St. 
Joseph, Topeka and other cities in that 
part of the country. 
Omaha reports progress with the list 
which the union leaders, a ay will num­ 


ber 3,000 by the end of the week. 
The 
Omaha laborers pledge themselves to 
ignore meat for thirty days. 
No or­ 
ganized movement has been undertak­ 
en in Pittsburg as yet, but many are 
deserting the meat stands, both on 
grounds of sympathy and lean pocket- 
books. 
At Wilmington, Del., City Judge E. 
R. Cochran is circulating a petition 
pledging the signers to give up meat

strike a lower level.

tion. 
Wilmington takes courage from

I refusing to buy at 45 cents a pound. 
Naugatuck, Conn., is kicking against 
| the price of butter. 
It has gone to 45 
I cents a pound there— the choice cream­ 
ery brand. 
The employes in the rub­ 
ber 
factories stood 
for 
the 
butter 
prices until eggs soared to 65 cents, 
and then they got together and decided 
to spread cream or something else, not 
butter, on their bread. 
There are 
about 500 of these. 
Baltimore is a new convert to the 
anti-meat-eating campaign. 
The fight 
there is being led by the Federation of 
Labor and its 103 affiliated unions. An 
order has been placed for 50.000 but­ 
tons hearing the inscription, “ I don’t 
buy meat; do you?” 
These buttons 
are to be distributed to the various 
unions in the city and passotl out to 
the members who take the pledge. 
A 
committee is engaged in drawing up a 
resolution which will be presented to 
the governor of Maryland asking for 
the appointment of a commission to in­ 
quire into the increased cost of living. 
The Baltimore unions also are pre­ 
paring an appeal to be presented to the 
commercial bodies of the city, asking 
their aid in keeping down the sale of 
meat. 
The women of Baltimore are 
joining in the movement, and it is ex­ 
pected that several women’s clubs will 
endorse it within a few days.

Indianapolis, Jan. 21.— Is it mere 
poetic justice that the farmer, who is 
accused of being responsible for the 
present high prices of living, is going 
to “ be up against it" during the com­ 
ing crop season for farm help? 
The 
question is bothering the clerk in the 
free employment bureau in the office 
of the state statistician, who is being 
requested from all sides to supply farm 
help for the coming season. 
W hat 
bothers the clerk equally as much is 
that he is not able to induce many ap­ 
plicants for jobs to take these farm 
places. 
Some fancy wages are being offered, 
too. The best was received from New­ 
ton county, from a woman farmer who 
wishes t wo laborers. She offers to pay 
$30 a month from April 1 to October 1 
and prevailing wages during the corn 
harvesting season, with $26 a month 
for the remainder of the year, the em­ 
ploye to be given work all the time. 
In addition she offers house rent and 
cooking fuel free. 
Free use of a gar­ 
den and truck patch and free forage 
and pasture for one cow, together with 
feed and “ running” for as many chick­ 
ens as the employe wishes to keep are 
also offered. 
She wishes another man, 
a single one, at $20 and board during 
the winter and prevailing wages dur­ 
ing the summer. 
The clerk has had 
the greatest kind of difficulty in trying 
to interest persons in the offers. 
Other offers of similar nature are 
being received from various parts of 
the state.
